DISASTERS TO SEALERS. 

A Nnmljor of Schooners Lost on and on 
Their Way to the Japan Coast. 

San Francisco, June 8 —Tho present 
year has been tho most disastrous one over 
experienced in the history of sealing. For 
the past two mouths nearly overy Bteamer 
arriving from tho Orient haa brought nowa 
of somo diansttrB to tho sealing sohoonora on 
the Japan coast. Up to tho arrival of the 
China ou Wednesday last four vessels 
aro known to have been lost, in 
three of which the crows periehed. Tho 
news brought by that steamer, howovcr, 
caps the climax. Ill-luck has attendod the 
Beet besides tho veeselo known to bo lost. 
The China reports that tho sohoonora Mary 
H. Thomap, Altona, Rattler, Old San 
Diego, Unga und Katie and Ann are all 
missing, not one of them having boon seen 
or heard from sinco they left port, during 
tho latter part of December, 18!).'!, and 
January, 18!) 1. A number of the sealing fleet 
encountered a fearful storm in April, when 
four were lost, and it is feared tho six miss- 
ing veasels have shared tho samo fate. Tho 
season enda in tho Japan sen on tho 25th 
inatant, and then all tho sealing veaeela will 
mako for Yokohama to leave their ekinB, aa 
the now regulations in Bearing soa will pre- 
clude thoni entering those waters with skins 
on board. If nothing he heard, from the 
missing vcsboIb by July, Bealing men gener- 
ally will eonoedo that they have been lost.

More Encouraging News Received 
From Eraser River Points - 
Tlie Tide Lowering;. 



Take in tho grand K. of P. Excursion from 
Victoria to Nanaimo on Sunday, Juno 17th,* 



Westminster Mills Still Closed Down 
—No Further Breaks in 
the Dykes. 



George MoL. Brown, district freight and 
passenger agent of tho C.P.R., who waa in 
tho city last evoning, takes a moro hopeful 
viow of the situation — in so far as tho rail- 
way ia|aflootod — than have other oflioiala of 
tho road whoso opinions have been tolo- 
graphdji from Vancouvor. Ho does not 
think that tho loss sustained will approach 
anything like a million, and anticipates that 
trains will bo running through from oconn 
to ocean within a month, whilo 
communication will bo at onco ro- 
oponod und delayed Westbound pas- 
songors and mails landed in Victoria, 
to-morrow night, For tho proaent, of course, 
tho breaks in tho line will be ooverod by 
etoamera. The first ferry will connect 
Wharnock and Katz Landing, aa before, 
and tho Bocond bridge tho break at Golden. 
At BaDlI the water is vory high, but the 
bridge standing firm there is no interrup- 
tion to traffic. The Raymond excursionists 
who wero to have gono North by tho Queon 
— and whom ono " enterprising " San Fran- 
ciaco paper had drowned in tho Fraaor — are 
still enjoying tho hoapitality of tho com- 
pany's hotel at Banff, and will not leave for 
Alaska until the sailing of tho Topoka, 

An effort ia now being mado to move tho 
accumulated freight, a portion of which at 
least may be expected by Viotoria con- 
signees early in tho new week. Telegraphio 
communication is as fitful and unreliable as 
ever, yesterday's south business being sub- 
ject to the dolay entailed by the operation 
of a rowboat forry across tho swollen Colum- 
bia. 

Superintendent Wilson, who has just re- 
turned to Vancouver from the soeno of 
trouble, says that tho difficulties wero tho 
worst ho has ever had any knowledge of, as 
owing to tho numerous slides and the rapid 
rise of the waters, tho wires wero carried 
a ivoy as fast aa they could bo put up. Tho 
company now have wires as far aa Aahcroft, 
nnd if there is no trouble in the Rockies a 
connection will soon bo established with 
Winnipeg. At Maria island the workers 
havo had to divert the lino from the railway 
traok and carry it around by a different 
route altogothor, building a mile or moro of 
extra line. 

On Monday, Mr. Wilson says, tho ther- 
momoter registered 105 in the shade at in- 
terior points, and tho heat for weeks past 
had boo.- terrible On Saturday the cloud- 
burst near Aahcroft completed tho work be- 
gun by the floods and effeutually blooked all 
traffic. The up-river reports of yesterday 
wore varying in charaoter. At "Kamloops, 
li inches rise ; at A6horoft, 3 inohes riBe ; 
at Gladwin, 12 inches rise ; at North Bend, 
,'1 Inches rise ; at Katz Landing, no chango ; 
at Miaaion, fall of 2^ inches ; and at West- 
minster, a fall of 3 inches. From L&dner'a 
Landing tho lateat advicos are that tho 
wator is quito two inches below the highoat 
mark of Wednesday. The highest tides are 
now past, and aa tho river also is falling, 
further damago from overflow is not appre- 
hended. 

Mossages of sympathy and offcra of aeaist- 
unoo are coming in from overy hand, His 
Eicollency tho Governor Goneral being ono 
of tho firBt to inquire aB to tho extont of tho 
diBtrcBB and to give the aBsuranoe of hia 
heartfelt sympathy and readiness to holp. 
The British Columbiu Sugar Refining Com- 
pany yesterday contributed twenty barrels 
of sugar toward the relief of the sufferers, 
whilo tho Forrest Canning Company of 
Halifax wired their agents here, John Wil- 
son & Co., in tho following torms : 

" Distribute fifty cases Jersey milk among 
sufferers from tho Hoods to beat advantage, 
at our expense."

If tho Cariboo 
water doea not come down to-morrow aB ex- 
pected, tho river will havo fallen sufficiently 
ho as not to bo materially affected by tho 
(low. A largo number of people from tho 
flooded district uro stopping at the hotola in 
thiH city. 

No sorioua diaaator hu8 been reported 
sinco laBt night. Mr. Sieht BayB hiB Agaaaiz 
hop farm is not ut all affeottd, and he has a 
magnificent crop of potatoes high and dry. 
Mr. Hammersloy, city Bolicitor, waa tho 
most Borious loeer in that section. 

Vory meagro reports como from Kaslo. 
Tho town ia partly inundated, and poople 
uro overcrowding the Iiouscb on tho high 
landa. Tho loos ia conaidorable. 

A meeting of tho executive oommitteo of 
the system of relief for tho Bufferera by the 
Fraser rivor floods wao hold this morning, 
when lottors wore read from the Ogilvie 
Milling Co. and the Hudson's Bay Co , 



offering liberal donations of flour for imme- 
diate distribution. Word waa recsived that 
chicken feed und other supplioa wore neo-lod 
by tho inundated settlers on Barnston 
island, and tho secretary was instructed to 
forward at onco the artioleB asked for. 

Water Abating at Westminster. 

New Westminster, Juno 8.— (Spoolal)— 
At high tido this morning tho water did not 
roach within two inches of yeaterday'a re- 
cord, and a still greater full is cxpectod to- 
night. Thore is no ohungo in the flood situ- 
ation in the city. Tho mills are closed down 
waiting for tho freohet to reccdo, and the 
atreota in the swamp are all more or lesa 
inundated. News from down tho river was 
moro encouraging to-day. Mo further 
breuks have occurred in tho dykes and tho 
damages havo boon repaired evcrywhoro 
excopt at London's, where it will tako sev- 
eral days to throw the new dyko up to the 
necoasury weight. Only a littlo got ovor the 
dyko upon John Kirkland'a ranch at high 
water on Wednesday night aftor the break. 
Albertson's crops aro not damaged. 

The steamer Transfer reached port this 
afternoon from Katz landing with 75 pas- 
aengors and 100 tons of freight. Sovoral 
paeB9ngers wero from tho interior and the 
romainder hailed from tho up rivor diotricts. 
A froight train which had been sido-traokod 
somewhere up the lino reached the landing 
laat night, and by it came a fow pasaenpors 
from way stations. Capt. Geo. Odin reports 
that no riBe took place in tho rivor last 
night at Katz landing. Sinco tho rivor bo- 
gin falling tho wator has receded eevonteen 
inchoa at that point, and he is confident that 
tho worst of tho flood is over. From puB- 
aongers it was learned that tho situation up 
tho rivor is unchanged. Tho wators recedod 
a littlo, but not enough to free tho lands 
affected. 

H. Hurvoy haa contributed ?50 in caah to 
tho rolief fund. J. E. & E. Phillips havo Bub- 
scribed $50 in goodB. The Brackman & Ker 
Milling Co. have signified their intention of 
contributing a ton of Endnrby ilour in aid 
of tho flood sufferers. Tho Ogilvie Milling 
Co., through thoir agent, Mr. G. E. Leish- 
man, hovo promised to Bend five tons of 
flour to tho relief committee.

DOCTORS DIFFER, 



Many of the American Medical Asso 
ciation Prepared to Consult 
With Homoeopaths, 



But the Majority Stand by the Old 
Code of Professional 
Ethics- 

San Francisco, June 8.— Preaidont Hib- 
bard called tho closing session of tho con- 
vention of the American Medical Associa- 
tion to order at 10:110 this morning. The 
report of tho committee on tho revision of 
tho codo of ethics was road by Dr. Holton, 
chairmanof committee. Thocommitteofound 
no reason to frame any regulations regarding 
tho copyright of medical hooka or tho pa- 
tenting of medical devices. They reoom- 
mended a chango in tho provisions regard- 
ing consultationa, bo as, in the intoroste of 
patieutB, to pormit mombarB to consult with 
gradu'tttea of any medical college legally 
authorizad to isauo diplomas, sucti practi- 
tioners to bo of good Btanding. This recom- 
mendation includes womon practitioners, 
and wivB clearly inclusive of homeopathiata, 
though homeopathy was not mentioned. 
Dr. Didnma road a miuority report. It sup- 
ported tho old codo, declaring it to bo suffi- 
cient and that its provisions should bo ad- 
horod to. It declared that the majority 
report had emasculated muoh of the old codo, 
had reduced tho moral standard required 
of practitiouers and permitted of advertising 
of the character that tho old code oondemna. 
On motion tho miuority report was subati- 
tuted for tho majority report. The 
vote was overwhelmingly in favor of 
the substitution. Other motions fol- 
lowed in rapid succession, the 
report boing finally tabled, thua disposing of 
tho Bubjoct for tho session of 1801. Tho 
Asaociution remains under tho old codo of 
ethics, which forbids consultation with 
homeopathiata.

FRIENDLY SOCIETIES. 

Interesting Figures From a Return 
Presented to the British House 
of Commons. 



The Manchester Unity of Odd Fellows 
Leads Them All by Large 
Majorities. 



London, Juno 8 — In response to the ra- 
auest of W. Randall Cremor, tho labor M. 
P. for tho HaggerBtown district of London, 
Seorotary of Stato Asquith has caused to be 
prepared by Edward Bruyrook, chief 
Government registrar of friondly societies, 
anadvanoo summary of tho official report of 
tho leading friendly societies of this country 
and it will be laid on the table of the Houso 
of CommonB on Monday. Tho Manchester 
Unity of Odd Fellows reports 703 000 adult 
members and total capital of §-10,500,000 
thus loading all tho other friendly Bociotiea 
by nearly §15,000,000 Tho Juvenile branch 
of tho order has 432,000 members and a cap- 
ital of §10,000,000. The Independent Order 
of Odd Fellows repotta a memborehip of 57,- 
000 and a capital of 81,250,000. The 
Auoiont Order of Shepherda hoe 250,000 
membora and a capital of $500,000 of in- 
vested funda, although its aick benefit 
duea in tho year ending April 1 
aggregated $75,000. The Ancient Order 
of Druids reportB -14,000 adults and 10,000 
juvenilea. The National Order of Unitod 
Free Gardeners has a membership of 51,000, 
invested funda aggregating $500,000 and 
paid out $370,000 for Biok benefits during 
tho yoar. All the organizations report 
largo gains in membership and an inoreaso in 
the inveatod capital during the Cecal year. 



BOOTMAKERS' LOCK OUT. 

Refusal to Work Alongside Non-Union Men 
Causes Trouble in Sydney, N- S. W. 

San Francisco, June 8.— The steamer 
Mariposa brings tho following news of the 
great lockout in the boot trade in Sydney. 
Directly and indirectly between 8,000 and 
10,000 men, women and children are 
affeoted by the strike. Tho cauBO of the 
strike was the refusal of tho employes in 
their factories to work alongside a non- 
unionist in each factory. At a masa- 
meoting of bootmakers, resolutions were 
paeaed condemning the maatera for locking 
out tho men. A meeting of employers unani- 
mously resolved to adhere to tho froedom of 
contract olause. The Boot Manufacturers' 
Association agreed to re-open their factories 
on tho diatinot understanding that they be 
permitted to employ union or non union 
labor. The operatives havo reBolved not to 
reaumo work until the men receive an assur- 
ance that their wages will not bo reduced. 
It wub alao deoided to reBerve the right of 
working or refusing to work alongside non- 
unionists.

AriA, Samoa, May 3 —[Per Bteamer Mari- 
posa to San Francisco, June 7.]— Two con- 
flicts have recently occurred between small 
parties of rival troops and four have been 
killed. Both parties occupy strong poBitionB. 
The government is entrenched on the same 
hill held by the Tamasese party during the 
fight of 1888, whilo the rebels aro about 
three quarters of a milo distant, on another 
hill. Each position ia nlmoat impregnable 
without the aid of cannon. It ia greatly 
feared the government party will bo beaten. 
There is evory prospect of bloody fighting at 
an early date. Germany haa two warships 
here, England one and another iB expected..

Three parties are already out, and MoMil- 
lan'a men will commence work next week. 

The banquet to Dr. E. A. Praeger at the 
Windsor hotel last night was numerously at- 
tended by the professional and business men 
of the city. The Dootor was paid many 
well merited complimentB by the several 
speakers. A very enjoyable evening was 
Bpent. Dr. Praegcr's departure is a dis- 
tinct loss to the city and will be generally 
regrotted.

Mr. Georgeson is ono of 
tho oldest and most respoctcd settlerR in tho 
district, und has brought up his family with 
overy credit to himself, and always took a 
great pride in his boys, who, especially 
Harry, wero athletic, activo young men and 
pre-eminent in all sports. Harry George- 
son was a Btrong swimmer, and perfectly at 
home in tho water, and Mr. Georgtson 
thinks ho must have been stunned in tho 
accident or he would never have Bunk 
within the time in which tho capsizod boat 
was picked up. Sympathy is felt deeply by 
ovoryone for the bereaved father, whoso 
sense of his loss is very groat, and for all 
tho fumily, which is a very united ono. 
Young Bodiuo is also mourned by every- 
one, as ho was always a useful and woll- 
diBposed Bottler and noighbor, living on 
terms of good-will with all. Tho memorial 
aervico, comprising portions of the burial 
service and evensong and specially selected 
hymns, and tho appropriate discourso which 
Canon iioanlands delivered, wero vory 
touching and impressive. It was the first 
service of tho kind conducted on tho iclandi 
at Plumper Pass, and Canon Beanlands' 
thoughtfulneas in making time among his 
numerous duties in town to come up to tho 
Pobs and hold tho aervico, has boen highly 
appreciated and the occualon will loDg bo 
hold in remembrance.

HAWAIIAN ' CONVENTION. 

The Brltlab. Minister Refuses to Attend the 
Opening; Ceremonies— President Dole 
on Union With tho U.S. 

Honolulu, May 31.— (By the steamer 
Mariposa to San Francisoo, June 7.)— The 
constitutional convention met on the 30th 
of May. Tho ceremonies were brief and 
consisted mainly of an address outlining tho 
work of the convention by President Dole. 
Tho British Ministor refused to attend the 
opening ceremonies, though invited. An 
adjournment was taken in order that Decora 
tion day might be celebrated. All the gov 
ernment troops turned out and accompanied 
by Admiral Walker, his staff and a largo de- 
tachment of troops from the Philadelphia, 
marchod to the cemetery. 

President Dole, in his address before the 
convention, outlined very fully tho work it 
had to do, and stated clearly the reasons 
which had impelled a change of plans by 
the President and advisory council from 
annexation to tho Unitod States to tho 
creation o* un independent republio. Ho 
gave uttorunco also to this significant ex 
prossion : 

" Although tho establishment of a funda 
mental law which shall as f*r as possiblo 
provide for a safe and permanent adminis- 
tration of affairs upon the principles of a 
Republican form of government will be the 
paramount object of your deliberations, the 
original purposo of tho Provisional Govern- 
ment, to negotiato a treaty of political 
union with tho great and friendly nation 
that lies noarost to us, must, I respectfully 
suggest, bo ob fully recognized by you as tho 
vital policy of the now republic, as it has 
boon of tho Provisional Government. 

Tho constitution is modollod on tho Unitod 
States constitution, and many of its provi- 
sions aro taken bodily from somo of tho 
Btato constitutions. Its main features aro 
tho great powers vested in tho oxocutive, 
limitations on tho olectivo franchise, and 
vaiiouB provisions designod to placo 
pormauont control of tho future 
public in tho hands of its presont 
guardians or successors who shall carry 
out their policy. For instance, the citizens 
of Hawaii who supported the provisional 
government aro entitled to voto or to sit in 
tho Senato without impairing their citizen- 
ship in thoir national country. Tho Presi- 
dent shall bo elooted by tho Legislature for 
a term of six yoars. All commissions issued 
by the late monarchy or the provisional 
government aro deolarcd to bo vacated from 
Soptomber 1, 1894, when the republio Bhall 
be created. 

The " crown lands " aro declared to have 
been heretofore and are now the proporty of 
the Hawaiian government, froo and clear 
from any truBt, and from all olaims whatso- 
ever upon the ronts, issues and profita 
thereof. They shall be subject to aliena- 
tion and other ubcs provided by law. No 
lottory shall bo authorized in the republic, 
neither will tho aalo of lottory tiokets be al- 
lowed. 

The ateamer Iwalani returned Tuesday 
from Nockar Island, having the Hawaiian 
flag over the barren rock, which is of no uso 
except as a possible resting place for the 
proposed cable.

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, May 19. — Tho announcement 
that a Royal t'ommianion has been issued to 
Mr. Justice Drake to investigate the affaire 
of the British Columbia Penitentiary does 
not surprise any one hero who has taken the 
trouble of examining (he voluminous mass 
of correspondence which was presented to 
Parliament a fow days tigo. I Hpentan hour 
this morning in poring ovor tho type-written 
p.»gcs of tho return, and left them with any 
thing but a favoruhlo impression of tho way 
in which tho penitentiary baa been conduct 
ed for the past fow yearn. Dissension and 
back-biting, jobbery and alleged stealing 
Beem to have been trie rule, rather than the 
exception. The gravamen of tho chargos 
ugainst tho offbors wero set out in tho dis- 
patch forwarded to the Colonist Not- 
withstanding Inspector Moylan's evident 
unwillingness to act decisively, upon a per- 
emptory intimation from tho Minister, the 
Inspector had no alternative but to father 
the findings of Mr. Foster, tho aeooun'ant 
of penitontiories, who reported to tho Min- 
ister the result of his investigations on 
October 5 last. It is needless to repeat the 
statements which Mr. Foster made, but 
there are othor phases of tho diepu'o whioh 
miy bo of interest to your readers. During 
• .is year there haB been a livoly controversy 
between lilaoUemith InBtruator Coutts, 
Keeper Quilty and Accountant W. H. 
Keary on the one hand, and Diputy Warden 
Fitzsimmons on the other. Tho two first- 
named officers wrote direat to Sir John 
Thompson on February 10, on being in- 
formed that they had been reported to 
Ottawa as dissatisfied officials. This they 
emphatically deny, and then they proceod 
to scarify the Deputy Warden. They Bay 
that for a long time they have been

carried on by tho Deputy Warden with the 
full knowledge of the Warden, but they 
have made no statement in referenco to tho 
matter, believing thit it was none of their 
business to report their superior officers. 
Coutts then goes on to give a detailed 
statement (f tho doings of Deputy Warden 
Fitzsimmons, for a number of years past— 
" a large pig taken to the prieBtB'a house ;" 
" potatoes and threo eheop taken away in 
the night "—in regard to which actions one 
of the teamBtcra is said to have made there- 
mark that if it were known what was going 
on Fitziimmoub would be behind tho prison 
bars— " a quantity of flannel taken by tho 
deputy warden to tho orphanago ;" " pigs, 
planking, cement, etc," taken to the or- 
phanage by the Deputy Warden. These are 
all specifically stated by Coutts in his letter 
to Sir John Thompson. In another com- 
munication tho minister is informed that a 
large sow ptg had been sent to St. Louis col- 
lege ; haniB to St. Anne's convent ; peas and 
potatoos to different persons. In justice to 
Fitzsimmona a copy of this communication 
was sent to him for reply, and tho deputy 
warden's observations were attached. He 
saysthathe interviewed teamstor Smyth,who 
was the individual oreditcd with havingmade 
the remark that he could put Fitzsimmons 
behind the prison bars and this man em- 
phatically denied that he made any such 
observations. Fitzsimmons says that the 
charges about tho Orphanage are

In regard to one or two mattors Fitzaim- 
mons explains to what extent there is any 
truth in them. He states that one day the 
Mother of the Good Shophord was being 
shown over tho penitontiary and saw the 
cuttings which had been thrown on tho floor 
in the tailor's shop being gathered into a 
bag. She asked what was done with them 
and was informed that thoy were burned in 
the penitentiary furnanco. Tho Mother 
thereupon said that they could be UBed in 
the Home under her charge if the deputy 
wardon would allow them to bo sent there. 
Fitzsimmons thereupon got tho master tailor 
to save the cuttings and when some 10 or 
12 bigi full had accumulated, instead of be- 
ing burnt in the furnace, they were taken to 
the Good Shepherd's home. As showing Fitz- 
Bimmona' " disinterestedness," as soon as he 
discovered that tho cuttings were of use, ho 
allowed some to be taken by tho wives of 
the penitentiary officers for tho purpose of 
making rag carpets. With reference to the 
charge that a pig had gone from tho poni- 
tiary to an R C. institution in tho vicinity, 
Fitzsimmons says it was a matter of trade, 
the penitentiary receiving another animal in 
exchange. Headmits, however, thattwoBmall 
pies went to the orphanage for which no 
charg" >« it.inmde. Summinguphisroply.Fitz- 
Hmtm-uH inters to tho unprincipled and un- 
reliable uicn ho has had to deal with in the 
execution of his duty. 

Tho Warden wa i asked to Bond his report 
upon tho meritB of Coutto' and Quilty's 
statement and on t ho Deputy Warden's re- 
ply, but failed to do so, wheroupon he was 
again instructed to forward hie observations 
to the department. Mr. Moy lan in a com- 
munication dated March '20, says it is diffi- 
cult to get at the truth of tho row at the 
penitentiary." There are on the ouo hand 

.ACCUSATIONS; DENIALS AND COUNTEHCIIAIUJES 

on the other. It is impossible, ho says, to 
form an intelligent judgment as to who is 
right and who is wrong. Meanwhile tho 
genoral disBonoion in the ponitentiury is u 
Berious matter. It must be known to the 
convicts ntid have "a demoralizing effectupon 
the Institution." He, thereforo. suggests 
that a commission ieeuo to one of tho Pro- 
vincial judges or to some commissioner 
whom tho Minister might namo, for tho 
purpose of thoroughly investigating the 
affairs of the institution, and this, us already 
stated, has juxt l^en done. 

On March 21, Warden 'Mallrido writes to 
Ottawa giving his latest observations on 
tho situation. Ho says that bo had been 
told by tho Deputy Warden of thomany acis 
of kiudnesH he had dono for tho orphanago, 
and " on moro than ono occasion I men- 
tioned to him that I thought he was going 
too far with his privileges. Then ho told mo 
ho was ready to answer to tho Government 
for what ho did." 

There is ono unfortunato feature in con- 
nection with the deplorable state of affairs 
existing at Now Westminster, and that is 
that Mr. Juotioo McCreight'u namo should 
have boon dragged into the dispute. It 
appears that when tho Judge was leaving 
for England bat year, Deputy Warden Fitz- 
simmons went to him and told him that he, 
Fitzsimmons, had tho right to keep a horse 
at the penitentary, ond ho. thoroforo asked 
the privilege of taking charge of tho Judge's

sorrel for him while he was away from tho 
provinc-. The Judge consented, and now 
it appeura that Fii/.ummons had no warrant 
or authority to make such representations 
us he did, und that the Judge's horse hud 
beon kept at the prison at the public ex- 
pense. As soon as Judgo McOelglit learned 
this lie forwarded a check to tho accountant 
of the penitentiary for $S0, being for the 
keep of the horse for ten months at tho rate 
of S8 per month. 

The appointment of Mr. George L Fob 
ter, accountant of Dominion penitentiaries, 
as 

OFFICER IN CHARGE 

of the penitentiary at New Westminster 
during the investigation by Mr. Justice 
Drake, has not surprised anyono horo who 
knows the confidence which tho First Minis- 
ter repoaos in Mr. Foster as a cupablo admin- 
istrator and an effioient officer. Of iron 
will and undoubted integrity, Mr. Foster 
has shown himself to be one ot tho most effi- 
cient officers in the publio service. On pre- 
vious occasions ho has demonstrated his 
capacity for ruling men and for bringing 
ordor out of chaos. Nearly threo years 
ago, when the affairs of the Stony Moun- 
tain penitentiary were iu a disorgan- 
ized Btate, Mr. Foster was placed in charge. 
During the oighteen months that ho acted 
as Wardon in Manitoba ho broughttho prison 
discipline into tho highest Btato of c flioionoy 
and reduced tho oxpense of running tho in- 
stitution by $10,000 a year. Mr. Foster's 
torm of office as Acting Worden at New 
Westminetor will be uncertain. Everything 
will depend upon the rosult of tho investiga- 
tion by Judge Drake. But in the meantime 
tho now administrator, Mr. Foster, has been 
given carte blanoho to make whatever 
changes ho thinks fit in tho personnel of the 
officers of the penitontiary, and will dismiss 
offioials just as he thinks proper in tho publio 
interest. Sir John Thompson placos the 
greatest confidence in him and has given 
him a free hand for the purpose of straight- 
ening out tha disgraceful aondition of uffairs 
which has evidently been in existence there 
for some years. The annual 

REPORT OF SIR CHARLES TOPPER, 

High Commissioner for Canada, has just 
beon issued by tho Department of Trado 
and Commerce. It culls attention to the 
gratifying increaso in the export of 
Canada to Great Britain during the 
last two or threo years, which 
tendB to prove, Sir Charles thinks, 
that British markets are capable of absorb- 
ing all tho produce that Canada is able to 
send over, subject of course to the laws of 
supply and demand and to the prices whioh 
may from time to time prevail. Even now, 
large as the Canadian exports aro becoming, 
thoy aro but a very small proportion of tho 
British imports, and there is plenty of room 
for an almost unlimited increase. Increas- 
ing inquiries have been received from 
Canada relating to trade matters, and the 
High Commissioner says he will be glad 
at all times to receive and answor 
as fully as he can any inquiries 
which may be addressed to him. Fol- 
lowing out the suggestion made by him last 
year, some merchants have sent amall 
samples of tho goods they produce, but Sir 
Charles intimates that he has no accommo- 
dation for bulky articles. He has been en- 
deavoring to obtain lists of the leading firms 
engaged in different lines of business in 
Canada, with a view to placing British im- 
porters in communication with them should 
opportunity arise. Tho High Commissioner 
mentions the fact that he has been success- 
ful in many cases in smoothing out diffi- 
culties between Canadian shippers of manu- 
factured articles and the Customs authori- 
ties in Great Britain, owing to tho torms of 
tho

not having been complied with. Ho trusts 
that as tho provisions of this act become 
better known difficulties betweon tho Cus- 
toms officials and Canadian exporters will bo 
loss frequent. Sir Charles gives some inter- 
esting figures in his report. The total im- 
portation of wheat into Great Britain lost 
year was 65.417.H08 owt . in 1802 64,901,709 
cwt., and 1801 66.312.962 OWt Although the 
quantity imported by the Mother Country was 
greatly in excess of that imported in 1802, 
yot the value was much less, as may natur- 
ally be tupposed owing to the prevailing low 
prico nf wheat In 1893 the value was £21,- 
193,64&i in 1892 £24,857,902; in 1891 £29,- 
448,204 The report says that prices havo 
been kept down to a connlderable extent by 
the large quantities of grain sent forward 
from Russia, which were placed on the 
market, almost regardless of the prices they 
would bring. Then again, there has been a 
large increase in the export from tho Argen- 
tine Republic and the United States and 
Australia havo also maintained thoir ox- 
ports. The importations from Canada were 
only about 5 per cent, of the total quantity 
imported.

COURAGEOUS AND HOPEFUL. 

The following description of tho iloodod 
district of tho Columbia river, taken from 
the Portland Oregonian, ia strikingly applica^ 
ble to the desolated section of tho valley of 
the Fraser : 

"A dismal situation, waato and wild," is 
a Miltonio expression that fitly describes the 
flooded farming district on tho Columbia at 
preBent. Hundreds of acres of orchard, 
garden and meadow heretofore subject to 
relatively alight and harmloeB ovorllow aro 
now lying below a depth of wator varying 
from four to ten feet. Drift in large quan- 
tities has been borne in upon many half- 
submerged orchards and lodged ; houses aro 
submerged to the second story, and the roofs 
of barns appear forlornly abovo tho waters. 
Much hardahip, not to say destitution, 
must result from the inundations of 
these garden, dairy and fruit lands, and 
from tho loss of cordwood, buildinga, 
fencas, etc. The utter dosolation that 
reigns o.-er an inundated agricultural sec- 
tion can only bo understood by being aeen, 
and to aeo this in its most pathetic aspect 
it is only necessary now to pusB by steam- 
boat from Portland to tho Caaoadea and 
look over tho wido waato of turbulent 
watero that havo obliterated and rendered 
vain the patient labors of tho husbandman 
for years. Tho brightest hope that those 
flood-sutl'erers cheriah ia that the waters will 
subside quickly, so that they may return to 
their soaked houses and aoddea Holds in 
time to replant a portion of their root cropa 
and Becure a second growth of hay. The 
prospect, even should their hopes bo real- 
ized, is not u very inviting one, and the in- 
dustry and courage that stand ready to 
meet and welcome oven ao slight a return as 
this for the year's endeavor ia worthy of ad- 
miration and encouragement. 

The cheerful courago with which the aet 
tlera who have boon driven from their homes 
by the irresistible flood faco misfortuno is 
worthy of admiration. It is, wo aro bound 
to auy, as general and aa romarkablo on this 
aide of the lino aa it is on the other. The 
women of the Fraaer valley, particularly, 
aro worthy of all honor. Thoy, in thia time 
of dire diatresB, cheer and encourage the 
men. They, aa Col. Baker and othera 
toatify, aro not in this trying crisi8 tho 
weakor sex by any means. They are not 
daunted by tho deeolation which they see 
around them. They aro not in despair 
when they find that tho hopoa which they 
cherished of having more beautiful homes 
and less toilaome lives are suddenly cruBhed, 
and that the time of struggle and privation 
muat begin agun. They do not repine 
Their countenances aro choerful and their 
words hopoful. Thoy are not only doing 
their best to lighten tho burden which tho 
men havo to bear, but they are nobly help 
ing them to carry it. 

It ia pleaBant to find, too, that tho suller 
ors are exhibiting a Bpirit of independence 
and of eelf-reliance which is most admirable. 
They beg those who visit them not to put 
tho worst face on tho disaster, not to repre- 
sent them aa being more destitute than they 
really aro. What at preBent givea many of 
them mout concern is tho fear that their 
creditoru will begin to press them beforo 
they are well on thoir feet again. Wo think 
that thia ia not likely. To bo hard on men 
in their condition would bo cruol, and really 
against the interest of the creditor. What 
is beat for him aa well as for all tho rest of 
tho community, is that tho honest and indua 
trioua Bottler bo as soon aa possible iu a poai 
tion to work his land to tho beat advantage 
To help and to encourago him to got into thia 
position ahould bo tho object of overyono 
who has the good of tho Provinco at heart,

TARIFF LEGISLATION. 

The slow progress which tho United 
States Senate is making with tho tariff is 
diBguatiug men of all partioo. And it ia by 
no means cortain that, after all tho cobbling 
and all the delay, the tariff as it leaves tho 
Senate will become law. Tho San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle says : " No ono supposes 
that tho House will accept the Sonato sub- 
stitute for the Wilson bill. It will bo aont 
to conference, and tho probabilities are that 
there will then follow a memorable parlia- 
mentary struggle. That it will finally end 
in the passage of somo kind of a patched-up 
measure in order to save tho party from 
contempt and disgraco is likoly. And 
yet there are rocks on which tho 
battered and leaking ship of tariff 
roform may be totally wrecked 
It will be impossible to savo the Democratic 
party from contempt and diBgraco. Tho 
way in which it has violated its moBt 
solemn pledges with respect to the tariff 
has disgraced it in tho eyea of tho world 
and earned for it tho contempt of all men 
everywhere who believe in upright dealing 
Thero are men iu tho Democratic party, 
notably Mr. Cleveland, who are prepared to 
carry out their election pledges in this 
matter or" the tariff to tho letter, but they 
have been baulked and duped by a number 
of unscrupulous men of their own party 
who havo no regard for their pledged word, 
and who prefer what they consider thoir 
own intereBtB to either thoir party's honor 
or their country's welfare ; and the conati 
tion of their country has been made to help 
them in carrying out their infamous in- 
trigues. 



had gone beyond him. The trouble whioh 
he by a little judicious firmness, and a de- 
termination to maintain the supremacy of 
the law, could have auppreBeod, had de- 
veloped into the dimensions of almost regu- 
lar warfare. Thousands of armed men 
wore in the field, and lives were lost and 
valuable property destroyed. 

The contest hus become so bitter that 
there ia leaa ohance of an amicable settle- 
ment now than there was somo weekB ago. 
Tho last telegram from Cripple Creek, Col- 
orado, dated the 7th inat., roads : 

"The first detachment of militia arrived at 
Beaver Park, the sceno of trouble, this 
morning. The Stato troopB marched through 
tho line of doputieB to a point between the 
contending forces, from whioh place they 
will prevent oithor the deputios (oonstablos) 
or the strikers from making an advance, 
The work of disarmament haB not yet bo 
gun, nor will the work ho Btartod until 
more State troopa aro on tho ground, wbioh 
will probably bo to-morrow. 

" Capt. Locke, with 1,000 deputies, huB 
advanced boyond Gillet, and has cut down 
all telegraphic communication, ao as not to 
receive restraining orders from Adjutant- 
General Taraney." 

From Pekin, Ohio, word comes 
that thore waa a bloody battle 
down tho river ycatorday (Wednesday), be- 
tween the strikers and tho sheriff's ollicers. 
A force of fivo hundred miners attacked the 
mine, killed aomo of tho men who were 
working in it, and set fire to tho shaft. 
Governor McKinloy has ordered out tho 
second regiment of the State Militia on ac- 
count of increaBed mining trouble in Bel- 
mont county, and tho third regiment waa 
under arma. 

In Illinois, on Thursday, militia com 
panies wero ordered out from Bloom- 
ington in anticipation of mining troubles. 
This is a dreadful stato of things to be 
allowed to exist in a oivilized country in a 
time of what is tupposed to be profound 
peace. The striko haa been on now Bovcn 
weeks, Thero aro 17"), 000 mine-workers in- 
volved, and ,'15,000 laborers in associated in- 
dustries havo beon deprived of work. TheBe 
210,000 men not oarning a dollar, they 
and their families are suffering. The hard 
timoa are made harder for want of tho monoy 
that these men would havo apont if thoy had 
beon at work, and for want of tho coal that 
is required by almost all iudustries. There 
seems to bo no indication of anything being 
gained by tho strikers at all commensurate 
with tho sufferings endured by tho men 
and thoso dependent on them, and tho losseB 
BUBtainod by the owners of tho mines and 
tho industries which must depend on a regu- 
lar supply of coal at a price, which they can 
afford to pay. Tho wholo buBineas ia most 
lamentable, but we cannot help thinking 
that thoao most to blamo are tho Govern- 
ments who havo failed during theao lubor 
troublea to maintain law and order.

A DREADFUL STATE OF THINGS. 

The coal miners of tho United States havo 
chosen a singulur time iu which to strike 
The present ia a period of great depreasion 
in that country. It iB evident that there is 
not a single industry in tho wholo Union 
that can do more than keep its head abovo 
water. Thero aro many which are not doing 
even that. To strike at such a timo seems 
to ua suicidal on tho part of tho strikers. A 
busineB8 which haB enough to do to hold itn 
own under tho moat favorable conditions, ia 
not in a position to bear tho strain which 
cither an increuBO of exponso or tho loss of 
business a strike would cause. It might bo 
supposed that tha minors would, while the 
depression lasts, rather bear tho ills that 
they have than bring upon themselves 
tho greator ills which a strike 
in tho nature of thinga would 
bring in its train. But tho miners of 
Pennsylvania, Colorado and other mining 
States did not reason iu this way. Thoy 
declared a atrike when tho depression waa 
at ita deopeat. The omployora did not — 
principally, we judgo, bocauso thoy could not 
—yield to their domandB. To do so under 
present circumstances moant to them ruiD, 
and it also meant, if they could only bo 
convincod of it, a prolongation for an in 
definite poriod of hard timea for tho miners. 
Tho atrikors allowed thoniBelvea to get 
angry, and reasonablo ropreaentationa t.nd 
argument aro wasted upon angry men, 

To mako mattora worao tho atrikors ro 
sorted to violenco and procoedod in aomo 
instances to destroy the works whioh 
onabled them to oarn broad for them 
aolvea and their families. This procooding 
was aimply suicidal. Tho government of 
tho Stato of Colorado, whioh ought, in tho 
interests of the strikers themaolveB, to inter' 
fore to protect tho mining property, waa 
weak enough to temporise with tho lawIoBB 
atrikera. Governor Waite ovon encouraged 
the men in the courao they took. Ho 
probably did not aoo, and thoy did not aeo, 
that in doing thia he waa tho miners' 
worat enemy. Governor Waite booamo in 
timo, by Bomo means, convinced that ho had 
gone too far, and ho endeavored to arbi- 
trate botwoon tho men and tho mining com- 
panies. But ho soon found that matters

CRIPPLE CREEK RIOTERS. 

Governor Walte Does Not Deny That He Sent 
the Troops With the Object of 
Aiding Strikers. 

CRIPPLE Creek, Juno 8. — The miners 
aro demoralizeel, and aro fleeing from Bull 
Hill. Tho militia ia inactivo, and the 
sheriff haa ordered his deputies to go up 
and make arrests. They aro moving in 
squads of thirty, and have so far mot no re- 
sistance. Tho only danger seems to bo that 
tho strikers may explodo somo hidden 
dynamite under them, but tho resistance is 
doubted. Governor VVuito iB violently 
angry at tho inactivity of tho militia. He 
does not deny that he sent it to aid tho 
strikers. 

All yeBterday rumors of conflicts between 
tho deputies and strikers were current, but 
in no instance were they confirmed. The 
first detachment oi militia arrived at Bea- 
ver park, the sceno of troublo, yesterday 
morning. Tho state troops immediately 
marched through the lines oi deputies to a 
point between tho contending forces, from 
which place they will prevent either tho 
deputies or tho strikers from making an ae). 
vance. Capt. Locke, with 1,000 deputies, 
haa advanced beyond Gillett and has cut 
down all telegraphic communication so ss 
not to receive restraining orders from Adjt, 
Gen. Tarnney. 

Denver, Juno 8. — A Bpocial from Bull 
Hill at I o'clock says tho deputies aro now 
moving on the fortifications from one Bide, 
while the militia aro moving on tho other 
sido. There aro not over 400 minors in the 
garrison, all the others having flod. Tho 
deputies will wire if the miners resist ar- 
reat. 



A DOUBLE DBOWNING. 

Off Maeaulay Point, a Sailboat Cap- 
sizes and Her Crew 
Perish. 

Heroic Efforts Matte to Rescue the 
Perishing: YachtBnien— An In- 
dian's Heroism. 

The capsize of a yacht and a double 
drowning wore somo of the rosults of the 
wind atorm lust night. Towarda 8 o'clock 
William Pooley was out near Maeaulay 
Point in a flat-bottom rowboat, whou the 
galo booamo ao furious and the waves ran so 
high that he had great diflionlty to avoid 
boing dashod upon tho rooka. While feeling 
his way off ahoro, trying to pick a place to 
make a landing, he heard a cry for holp and 
saw a sail boat a short distance away with 
two mon in hor. 

"At tho moment I looked," said Mr. 
Pooley, " a big guBt of wind came anil over 
went tho yacht. Ono of tho crew caught 
hold of the hull after tho capsizo, and the 
other seemed to havo hold of tho mast. 
Thinking only of trying to save thorn, I 
turned my boat towards thorn, but it being 
Hat-bottomed and unmanageable in the 
wind a sea oaught hor broadaido and oho 
turned upside down, throwing me into tho 
water. I managed to catch ono oar, and 
partly dinging to it and partly to tho boat 
I drifted along and finally went ashore somo 
five minutes later. 

" In the meantime I saw an'Indian put off 
in a canoo to the rescue of tho othor mon. 
He managod to catch hold of one and pass- 
ing a piooe of small rope round his arm 
made it fast to the canoo. The othor man 
in tho wator then got hold of his companion 
and the Indian started to tow thorn ashore. 
Suddonly ono of the unfortunato mon in tho 
wator, ovidontly bowilderud and alroady bo- 
coming weak, grappled his friend with a 
drowning man's graBp. 

"Witnthe force of that doath strugglo 
tho rope that held thorn to tho canoo parted 
and both of tho unfortunates sank to riao no 
more. Tho Indian bohaved hravoly and 
made an attempt to reuch thorn, but thoy 
sank too quickly, and ho had to suvo him- 
selt from tho fury of tho Btorm by making 
for ahoro." 

Mr. Pooley, though not more than an 
eighth of a mile from tho sailboat at the timo 
of tho accident, could not boo well enough in 
tho atorm to describo eithor boat or mon, The 
veasel seemed to be a pleasure sail boat with 
just a mainsail sot, while ono of tho crow 
T7U8 dressed in light clothes as far as Mr. 
Pooley could make out. 

Inquiries at tho boat bouses aocm to point 
to the yacht Star as tho unlucky vessel. At 
MclntOBh's boat houso last night it wus 
learned that some young men took hor out 
about i o'clock, and up to a late hour she 
had not returned. This morning will no 
doubt sot all doubts at rest as tho over- 
turned boat has probably beon driven some- 
where inside the point owing to tho direction 
of the wind.

Application to Put the Morrison Case 
Over Till Next Term 
Refused. 

The Smith landmark removing caso was 
finished yesterday at tho asaizoa. Mr. Har- 
gravea, re-called, atatod that tho stake pris-. 
oner pulled up and throw away was not 
driven, but only punched into tho ground 
two or three Inches by hand. Mr. Walls, 
in addressing the jury for tho defence, rest- 
od on tho contention that tho stake was not 
a lawfully placed surveyor's landmark with- 
in the act, and also that tho prisoner did not 
know it had been placed by a surveyor when 
ha pulled it up. 

Tho jury, having beon charged by the 
Judge, re irc-d and brought in a verdiut of 
guilty, with a atrong recommendation to 
mercy. 

H10 Lordship, in sentencing tho prisoner 
to oue nuur's imprisonment with a fine of 
$5, remarked that ho considered in tho pro- 
sent caso the interests of justice would bo 
served with a nominal puniahment, The 
verdict established tho principle that sur- 
veyors' posts or landmarks wero under the 
protection of the law and must not bo inter- 
fered with. No matter whother a man 
thought his property was boing infringed 
upon or not, ho had no right to tako the law 
into his own handa and remove tho stakcB 
put down by a surveyor. 

Richard AlorriBon, M D., charged with 
criminal libol against Stephen Graham 
Campbell, pleaded not guilty. Hon. A. ft. 
Richards, Q C, und Mr. J. P. Walls up- 
peared for tho prosecution, and Mr. H. 1). 
Helmoken for the defence. 

Ab aoon as the prisoner had pleaded and 
boforo a jury was empanelled, Mr. Hohrckon 
(for tho dofence) mado an application to 
postpouo tho trial till next assizes. His 
ronenna for doing ao wero contained in an 
affidavit which sot forth that the proceed- 
ings of tho proliminary hearing at tho police 
oaurt were very fully reported in tho press 
at tho time, and a groater degreo of promin- 
ence was given to tho case than is usually 
done. The publication of these reports 
during tho presont assizes would tend to 
havo a prejudicial effect upon tb.9 public, 
consequently it waB in the interests of the 
prisoner to postpone tho trial till tho next 
aaaize. 

Hon. Mr. Richarda objected that ho was 
informed that if tho trial v/as put off two 
witnoBaos would not bo forthcoming at tho 
next asBizo. Ono of thorn was now only 
waiting tho result of tho caso before leaving 
for Ottawa. Tho publication of preliminary 
procoodinga was an every day ooourronco. 

His Lordship — If thoro iB no allegation 
of an unfair report, tho newspapers aro 
quite within their right. Havo you no 
other grounds, Mr. Holmckon ? 

Mr. Holmckon — No, my Lord ; but I am 
quito within my rights in making tho ap- 
plication. I am not making any attack on 
tho nowspapers, but tho proliminary pro- 
coodinga ahowing only ono eido their pub- 
lication may havo a certain effoot on tho 
minda of tho jury, and on this particular 
ground I do not boliovo wo will get as fair 
a hearing at tho proaont assize 

Tho Court overruled tho application, 
however, and tho case was thon adjourned 
till Monday at 11 o'clook, Dr. Morrison bo- 
ing admitted to bail in tho moantimo.

The Existing Regulations Uuqualifi 
edly Approved by One Wlio la 
Largely Interested. 



JudicionH Protection Necessary— Le- 
gitimate Fishing to Be Eucour- 
tiged-Au Example. 



The following communication dated May 
28, appeara iu a recoat number of the West- 
minster Columbian, ovor the signature of 
" Lex.": 

Your iaauo of tho 25'.h inst. chronicles 
tho proceedings of tho New Westminster 
Board of Trade quarterly meeting, when a 
committee, previously appointed for tho 
purpose of obtaining information in regurd 
to sturgeon finning in tho Fraser river, pre- 
sented their report, to which certuin recom- 
mendations were attached. 

I suppose thore can ba no roal difference 
of opinion aa to the desirability of protect- 
ing the various food fishes which periodically 
visit tho buya, estuaries, and rivers of our 
coast for purposes of reproduction. 

ThiB being ao, tho question arises, to what 
extent is protection ueceaaary ? Tho Usher- 
man holda to one theory, tho freezer to an- 
other ; the cauner and exporter differ yet 
again. Each viows the matter from Ihb own 
standpoint, but all seem to he united on one 
common basis, which is that our unadroni- 
oub fiah need protection of somo kind. 'I he 
recommendations deduced by your Hoard of 
Trade, the report saya, weru arrived act>f>pr 
au interview by the .committee with Mr. 
Wallace, himself a sturgoon freezjr and ex 
porter, and therefore It is only lair to he- 
Bums that he would not 6uj:gost any new 
regulations to restrict his own business, so 
that one can hardly feel surprised at those 
recommondationa having no weight with the 
Fisherios department. 

As one who ia deeply interested in every- 
thing relating to fish and fishing, tho action 
of our Ministor of Marine and Fisheries 
meotr with my unqualified approval in re- 
fusing to alter tho existing regulations, 
which appear extremely moderate aud rea- 
sonable 

For a close time, May 15 to July 15 is 
admirable, and if any alteration iu to bo 
thought of tho time should be made a week 
or ton dayB earlier. 

During April and May, sturgeon arrive in 
immenau quantities, and in thoio inouthB it 
is that the Indians apear their winter buji- 
ply of food in Semiahmoo Bay, where stur- 
geon at this time are very thick. Their 
mode of spearing ia very iu [cresting. Dark 
nights aro choaeu, when the fiah, swimming 
along through the Bait water, reveals its 
presence by a phosphorescent light sur- 
rounding the body. Into this the Indian 
plunges his spear, and, withdrawing the 
Bhaft, leaves the barbs attached to a strong 
line embedded in its flesh. 

Then, as to prohibiting fishing above 
Sumas and the Pitt river bridge. From 
Somas to the mouth of the river, including 
North Arm, Canoe Pass and other channels, 
there muat ho a waterway of between eighty 
and ninety milea, Now, ordinary indi- 
viduals would imagiqe that, in auoh a fine 
Btretoh of water aa this is, there should be 
ample room for two coinpaniea to find pro- 
fitable fishing, without pursuing the fish to 
their very spawning grounds. Largo numbers 
of sturgeon ascend iuto the Pitt luke, and, as 
tho Pitt river ia a comparatively narrow 
stream, a fow Hues Btrotohed from 
side to aide would mak-o sad havoc 
among the gravid fish. Sir Cliurles H. 
Tupper's description of the unbaittd hook 
metnod, aa beirg " ruinous and barbarous," 
ia graphically correot. If anyono doubts its 
being ruinous, lot him watch the lines taken 
in for a fow times and see tho number of 
young sturgeon under four feet in length re- 
turned to tho water, only a smull portion of 
which survive their injuries, Were nets 
used with a sufficiently large mean, all these 
young fiah would escape capture. Then, as 
to this method being barbarous, to ba con- 
vinced of thiB one has only to take a look at 
tho sturgeon arriving by Bteamor from river 
points and note the gashes all over their 
bodies. 

It is well that tho Fiahories Department 
has set ite foot down in time, before our 
wa,tera aro depleted, for the sturgeon is 
much moro easily exterminated than the 
salmon, und consequently needs protection 
to a far greater exteufc. 

The two firms, Wallace & Co. , <md Tres- 
cOtv&Cd., operating on this river htkVS re- 
cently come from tho Columbia, wb6F$ SB l< 
well known, the most reckless and extrava- 
gant fishing is and has been carried on for a 
long time, until now, tho supply of sturgeon 
and salmon ia becoming so exhausted that 
the fishing of them ia hardly profitable. 

In tupport of thiB, I would like to quoto 
from some American papers, which will also 
hhow that our neighbors aoioaa the border 
have at last found out their mistakes. 

A recent edition of the Shamokawa Kigle 
Bays: " Tho next five years will wituesa a 
revolution in the fishing business of the 
Northwest coast, and especially that of the 
Columbia river. The extermination of the 
salmon, by many of our best informed and 
oldeat fiahermen,is a foregone conclusion. An 
early change in tho fiBh laws, and more 
hatchorieB, may prolong tho coming of tho 
end, but long before that time the canning 
indnstry will have ceased to bo a remunera- 
tive one to tho oanneryman." 

A later edition of tho samo paper saya : 
" The manner in which the littlo aturgeon 
i,re being taken out of tho river (Columbia) 
leads to tho question, how many years will 
tho business pay ?" 

The Cathlamet Gazette saya " that fisher- 
men complain of the scarcity of Bturgeon in 
tho Columbia, and say tho failure of tho 
legislature to pass any law for tho protec- 
tion of tho fiah has resulted in a general 
slaughter of them for tho past two or three 
years, by partieB who pack them for ship- 
ping east, and that, if this is continued, it is 
certain to result it\ extermination," olc. , etc. 

Another extract fram a later Gazette says: 
" C. B. Treacott closed his sturgeon pack- 
ing houso mat Saturday for the Beason. 
Tho quantity of fish handled this season by 
Mr. TrescotC and tho other packers io con- 
siderably less than lust year." 

The Pacific Journal, in the course of a long 
article, speaks of salmon ruthlessly destroyed 
befoio attaining maturity, thereby ruining an 
industry worth nourly two million dollars a 
year to tho States of Oregon and Washing- 
ton, and it goes on to aay that " aturgeon 
are practically exterminated from the river. 
Last. year l,700tons of elressod sturgeon wore 
chipped from tho Columbia, this year lens 
than 700 tons have been forwarded, and thn 
season is practically ended." 

This, then, shows tho existing state of 
nffitra on the Columbia, and it is to such a 
rockleaa systom of fishing that tho two firms 
of sturgeon exporters in Now Westminster 
• have beon acountomod. No wonder they

must think our methods on this side the 
boundary lino exceedingly dull und slow. 

Your committee's report states that; Wal- 
lace Bros. &. Co. havo had " six ye-irs' suc- 
cessful experience in the aturgeon fishing 
business on the Columbia " Yes, only too 
tucccsuful, as the foregoing newspaper ex 
tracts show ; they have helped kill tho gooae 
which laid the golden egg, and then come 
over here to ahow ua how to do t.ne same 
thing Seven years »go, sturgeon were just 
aa plentiful, or even more eo, in the Colum- 
bia than tney are here to-day. But that 
a'ate of things now no longer exists, and 
freezing firms aro leaving there one by one 
Only two havo arrived hero ao far, but 
others are preparing to follow. 

Wo must encourage legitimate fishing by 
all menna in our power, British Columbia 
waters teem with fiah, but we have none to 
waste. Hence, in inviting capital to come 
here, care muat bo taken to see that wo do 
not pay out of all proportion to the benefit 
received. 

The aim of ovoryono should bo to foster 
cur fisheries, to use thern tn the beet 
advantage of all. Self interest alone should 
inspire this fcoling, for when fishing ia no 
longer profitable, the fisherman's homo Is 
broken up, tho eipitalist's capital is p>ne, 
thousand of men lose their annual employ- 
ment ; saw mills, machine shops, etc., all 
lose a large portion of thoir business, und, 
conBtquently, atunot employ so many hands ; 
an immense amount of money becomes with- 
drawn from circulation, and all businesses 
are affected. Y.OUrg He this country io, her 
fisheries aro of vital importance to her 
progress, and there ia no business that in- 
volves so many in its varying fortunes as 
that of the Mining Industry. 

Aa to the sturgeon freinsrs Dow operating 
on the river being driven out cf the business 
by existing regulations, I do not believe it. 
They have a good thing, and they know it, 
and other firms from the fulled out Colum- 
bia will bo putting in an appearance before 
long.

Ono cannot 
help, as tho Columbian says, to look uston 
iehed and to mentally compute in how many 
yeura a given number of " twenty thousand 
hook " companies could exterminate our 
sturgeon. This feat haa practically been 
accompliahed on the Columbia iu seven 
yeurB, and that river ia far larger than tho 
Frater. That aort of thing is not wanted 
here. When British Columbia invites cipi- 
taliats bIio .wants them to come and stay, 
and not exhaust our resources in a fow 
yours aud leave the country to hunt for 
another victim. 

ILid tho canneries cone in for reck'ess 
and cxtravagrat fishing some years 
buck, to day wo would be viewing an expir- 
ing industry. As it is, thia business ia undor 
a oloud at present, from which it will by- 
and-bya emerge, not iu a crippled condition, 
but in a healtny Btato, bc-ci.uso tho salmon 
supply is being conserved The Columbia 
river stands ua au object leBson to ua, aud, 
with such a hard face staring us in the face, 
there is little need for a Commission, What 
haa happened there will happen hero, if we 
do not jealously guard our fish supplier.

HOW " LADAS " WON THE DERBY. 

The following London dispatch published 
in the Seattle Post-Intelligencer, lolls how 
Lttdm won tho Dorhyof '94 for his owner, 
tho Prlmo Ministor of England, and won it 
in a cantor : 

" Ovor 100,000 peoplo went to Epaom to- 
day to seo the greatest running raco of tho 
world, aod t»oy witnoaaed ono of tho pret- 
tiest contests that ever took placo on Ep<om 
Downs. Creator interoBt was tuken in tho 
raco than ever beforo, ono reaaon boing that 
Ladas, owned by tho Prime Minister, 
had won tho previous groat racos of tho 
year and was the favorite. Tho hotting waB 
unprooedontod in the history of tho Derby. 
Lord Randolph Churchdl, Honry Labouohoro 
and Hon. Hnnry Chaplin wero among tho 
warm supporters of Ladas. Tho starting 
prices wore l ) to 2 on Ladas, 9 to 1 against 
Matchbox and 33 to 1 against the remainder. 
Tho place betting was 100 to 8 on Ladaa, 100 
to 3 on Matchbox and U to 4 against tho re- 
mainder. 

"Tho horses got away with an even start, 



Ladaa taking the load and not being again 
beaded. He was not pushed or the time 
would have been much lower. As it was 
LadaB won in a canter by a length and a 
half, in 2 45 4 5. Six lengths separated the 
Beoond horae. Matchbox, from tho third. 
Reminder, and Hornbeam waB fourth. The 
purse waa 6,000 snvereigns, of which the 
winner received 5,000. 

" After tho raco Ludaa was surrounded by 
a multitudo half mad with enthusiasm. 
When Lord Rosobery appeared on the 
course bo load Ladas baok to tho paddock a 
strong force of police was sent to protoot 
the Premior from tho crush of the crowds. 
There was a tremondoua outburst of en- 
thusiasm as Lord Roeebery and Ladaa en- 
tered the paddock together. For to-day, 
at least, tho most popular man in England 
is tho proud owner of Ladas, tho winner of 
the Derby." 

[The Derby was first run May 4, 1780 ; it 
was then a dash of a mile, and was won by 
Sir Charles Banbury's Diomed, by Florizel. 
In 1799 Diomed was imported into the Uni- 
ted States, and to him oan be traced nearly 
all of tho beBt of tho American raoing fami- 
lies. In 1784 tno distance waa increased to 
a milo and a half, and tho weights raised to 
115 pounds for colts and 112 pouuda for fil- 
lies. Tho present course of about u mile and 
a half was firat uaod in 1872. In 1884 tho 
woighta wore raised to 12b pounds for colts 
and 121 pounds for fillitD Tho best time 
over made at tho English Derby was in 1893, 
when Isinglass, owned by W. H. McCal- 
mont, won the blue ribbon and 5,000 sover- 
eigns in 2:33 under 121 pounds. The aloweat 
time was mado by Mr. Acton's Sir Hovys in 
1870, whon he wou in 3:02. Ladas comes 
of tho very beat families recorded in the 
Btud book of England— old Prunella stock. 
His sire is Hampton, he by Lord Clit'den- 
Lady Langdon, sho by Kettlodrum-Haricot 
by Lauorcoat. Lord Clifden was by Now- 
mlneter-Tho Slave by Melbourno. On tho 
dam's sido more royal atraina aro noted. 
Illuminnta is by RoBicrucian-Paraffin, who 
was by Blair Athol-Paradigm by Paragons. 
Rosicruoian was by Bradsman-Madame Eg- 
Iontino by Cowe. Paradigm was also tho 
dam of Lord Lyon, Achievement and Che- 
visaunco. Ladas was unbaaton last year, 
winning in hia usual euBy Btylo tho Wood- 
coto stakes at Epsom, tho Coventry at As- 
cot, tho Champagne at Doncaator and tho 
Middle Park Plato at Newmarket. Ladaa 
recontly won tho 2,000 guinoas in tho Now- 
markot raoos.] 5£ta»3

A BY-LAW 

For Regulating the Supply of Water 
by tho City Water Works, and Fix- 
ing the Rates to be Paid Therefor, 

Whereas by tho Corporation of Viotoria 
Water Works Act. 1873, tho Municipal Coun- 
cil of tho City of Victoria aro authorized and 
empowered to make such by-laws as to them 
shall aeem requisito und necessary for (intor 
alia) prohibiting tho soiling, dtsposir/g, giving 
away, neglect or wasto of water supplied 
by tho Wator Works, and for regulating 
tho timo, manner, oxtont and nature of tho 
supply by tho said works, tho tenements or 
parties to which and to whoru tho same shall 
bo furnishod, tho prico or prices to bo exacted 
thorefor, and each and every other matter or 
thing relating to or connected therowit.h which 
lt may bo necessary cr proper to direct, regu- 
lato or determine for Issuing to tho inhabitants 
of tho city a continued and abundant Bupply 
of puro and wholesome water. 

And whereas lt is deemed cxpediont to ro- 
pcal the oxlating by-laws relating to the mat- 
ters afore auid, and to amend and ro-enacl tho 
same. 

THEREFORE tho Municipal Council of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria onacta us 
follows : 

1. Tho Waterworks Prohibition By law, 1877. 
Tho Water Worka Regulation By-law, lS3.i,und 
Tho Water lUto By-law, 161)2, aro hereby aev- 
orally and respectively repoalod and tho fol- 
lowing By-law substituted therefor: 

2. It shall not bo lawful for any person, bolng 
thooccup>nt, tenant or inmnto of any house, 
or otherwise supplied with water from tho 
Water Worka of tho City of Victoria to vend, 
aell or diapoao of such water, or glvo lt uway to 
any pornon or persons whomsoever, unless in 
caao of actual necessity, or penult it to be taken 
or carried away by any person or persons 
whomsoovor, or to use or apply It. to the use or 
benellt of others, or to any othor than to hia, 
hor or their own use and benellt, or to increase 
tho supply of water agreed for with too Wutor 
Commissioner, or to wrongfully neglect or 1m. 
properly waato such wator. 

3. That any parson or persons guilty of an in- 
fraction of any of tho provisions of tho last pro' 
coding section shall, upon conviction boforo 
any Justice of tho poaco beforo whom any pro. 
coedings may bo taken for tho enforctmont 
thereof, on tho oath or alllr.natlon of any cred- 
ible witness, forfeit and piy, at the discretion 
of tho said juatice convicting, a ponalty not ex- 
ceeding ono hundred dollars for each oITenco, 
together with tho coat of such prosecution, or 
shall bo imprisoned, at the discretion of tho 
said iustico convicting, for a term not exceed, 
log three culandor months, with or without 
hard labor, and In default of payment of said 
flno and costs forthwith It shall and may bo 
lawful for tho juatico convicting aa afore- 
said to issue a warrant under his haDd and 
seal, to lovy tho said ponnlty and cosU, or costs 
only by distress and sale of the offender's, or 
Offenders' goods and chattels; andlncaso of 
no tuillcient distress to satisfy the sjld penalty 
and coBts, it Bhatl, and may bo lawful for tho 
justlco convicting as aforesaid, to commit tho 
offender or offenders to prison for any period 
not exceeding three calendar months unless 
the sp.id penalty and costs be Eoonor paid. 

(L The owner or occupier of each building 
ubing the water of tho said Water Works 
shall, at his own expense, lay down and pro- 
vide, and at all times maintain and keep In 
good condition, all tho pipes und apparatua 
upon hia premises or for his uso, of thu descrip 
tion, and subject to the rules following, 
namely: suoh pipes shall be antl-corroelre and 
laid to a depth of not lesa than sixteen inches 
below tho surfaco of tho ground, and bo provi- 
ded with a sulllcient number of stop and waste 
cocks, with handles placoa above tho surfaco 
of tho ground, by which tho water can be phut 
oil' and all pipes exposed to frost drained dry 
when required ; and no consumer shall run, or 
allow to run, water to waste either to prevent 
pircs from bursting by frost or Qthorwigo, 

5. Tho drawing (bib) stop and bill cocks shall 
bo strong and of hard brass, and of tho kind 
known as compression cooks, or such other 
kind as may bo sanctioned by tho Water Com 
irissioneror City Engineer, and, in courts of 
houses and other oxpoeed places, shall be pro 
tooted by a casing mado to open with a key 
and kept locked. 

0. Every cistorn supplied from tho said 
Wator Works must bo absolutely watertight, 
and provided with a ball cock and proper 
moans of access and Inspection and must not 
havo an ovorllow or waste plpo unless tho 
Bamo is constructed to tho satisfaction of tho 
Water Commissioner or City Engineer, 

7. Every wator closet supplied from tho said 
Water Works must bop-ovided with a full and 
coinpleto apparatus, with proper valves bo 
arranged to lot down not more than one boot or 
division full of wator at each pull and to pro- 
V0L.t the water from running to wasto by Inat- 
tention or DOqleot, and a proper basin, Bcatter- 
or, weighted lover, pan, trap and other uppli- 
ancos needful to prevent such water closet from 
becoming a nuisance and inducing an unduo 
consumption of wator ; and tho valves must be 
worked cy brass or coppor wires. Every soh- 
uctlng or pull-down wator clr.Bot must bo of a 
lesorlption approved by tho Water Commia- 
sionor or City Engineer, Tho doublo valve eer- 
vico boxea must bo provided with a ball tap of 
tho approved kind, half an Inoh in diameter. 
No water pipe shall communicate with a closet 
otherwise Uian with tho cistorn or service box 
and so as to prevent tho roturn of foul air or 
Impuro mattor Into the pipes of the said Water 
Works and no water pipe nhnll communicate 
directly with any urinal or slop hopper. 

No wnter pipe must bo laid through. In, or 
into any slough, drain, ashpit, manure hole or 
othor placo from which, in tho event of decay 
oriniury to such pipo, Ihe wutor of tho said 
Water Works might bocomo foul or escape 
without obBorvation or without injury to tho 
consumer. Where any such Blough, drain, ash- 
pit, manure hole, or other placo shall bo in tho 
unavoidable couroo of tho wator pipe, such 
plpo shall bo passed through nil exterior cast 
iron pipo or box of sufflclont length and 
Strength to afford due protection to tho water 
pipo and to bring any leakago or wasto within 
tho means of easy detection. 

!). No pipe or apparatus shall bo connected 
with tho said Water VVorkB until lt has been 
inspected by tho proper otltcor of tho said 
Water Works and certified by him to bo in 
accordanco with tho Wator Works regulations. 

10. Evnry wator meter muBt (unloss othor- 
wibo specially ngrcod) bo provided with a 
aoparato inlot pipe leading from Uio mnin or 
other pipo of tho said Water Worka upon 
which inlot pipo no stop-cock or othor outlot 
leading to or connected with tho premlsos for 
tho supply of which such motor is fixed shall 
bo attached. 

11. No plumbor or othor workman sln-.ll ho 
allowed to do or perform any work connocted 
with tho supply of wator from tho said Water 
Works until ho shall havo boon admittod, en- 
rolled, and published by tho Water Commis- 
sioner as an authorized Wator Worka plumbor 



and shall havo ontorod into a written engage- 
ment to conform to and comply with 
tho bylaws, ruloa and regulations 
of tho s»it Corporation in relation to 
tho construction and managemontof the works 
ard Httings to which Buch by-laws, tulesund 
regulations sh ill from timo to timo apply ; and 
any master plumbor whoso nnmo has not boen 
erased, aa horcinaftor provided, shall, on ex- 
pressing his willingness to comply with such 
by laws, ruloa, and regulations, bo admitted 
immediately on aigningnn undertaking to that 
effect, and if at nny timo afterwards any euch 
plumbor shall wilnilly break orevado any such 
by-laws, lules or regulations, cither by

13. In ovory case in which a building or block 
of buildings occupiod under two or moro 
8epari>.to tenancies, oach of such tenancies 
shall, for the pnrposa of thiB by-law. bo con- 
sidered us a scp irato building, anil Ghall not bo 
supplied with tho wator of tho said Wator 
Works except by moans of a separate pipo laid 
from tho outer edgo of tho sidewalk, with a 
proper Btop cock ; but an oflloo or room, or flat 
of nlllcea or rooms, not boiniz on tho main lloor 
of a building, shall not bo conaidorcd' as a 
separato tenancy.

LEE FOOK BOW. 

A Well Known Chinese Case Now Before the 
Seattle Grand Jury. 

Seattle, June S — An indictment against 
Lee Fook Bow, the Chinaman, for perjury 
on four countB, was returned by the 
United Statea Grand Jury yesterday. 
The first count of perjury recites 
that on June 23, 1893, Leo Fook Bow, in 
ore's. • to secure the issue of a writ of 
habeas corpus by Judge Hauford, swore 
before Commissioner Emery that a certain 
C lineso woman known as Mrs. Leo Fook 
Bow, was his wife, alleging this fact in his 
petition for the writ. He ia alleged to 
have sworn that ha was a Chinese mer 
chant reniding in San Francisco ; that 
Mrs. Lee Fook Bow was born of Chinese 
descent in Sin Francisco twenty-five yeais 
ago ; and that they were married five yens 
ago, well knowiug these statement!) to bb 
false. Therefore ho is chargod with perjury. 

The second count recites the story Lee 
Fook Bm told about the woman having 
gone four months b.'fore to Victoria to uee 
her mother, who was on her deathbed ; 
about thoir going on the Umatilla to San 
Francisco and about the woman being re 
fused landing there and being 8<nr. back 
to Victoria, wl ere she was again refused a 
landing. Then she went to Port Towns 
end, where Commissioner Swan ordered 
her to bo deported to China. He finished 
this petition by praying for a writ of 
habeas corpue, and thiB sworn petition is 
alleged to be a soparato ac". of perjury. 
Thfl third count ia that he falsely swore 
to the same statements at. the trial of the 
lubeas corpue cise on July 1, 1803. Tho 
fourth count ia that ho falsely swore to theso 
statements at the hearing of his alleged wife, 
under the name of Chum Meo Yung, before 
Commissioner Swan, at Port Towusend on 
April 19, 1893.

Below is a copy of a telegram which A 
R. Milne, collector of customs, received

passing during closo soubou against interfer- 
ence of cruising vessels; not necessarily 
liable to seizure for having unsealed imple 
menta, but froe from interference if found, 
Sealed copy of agreement contained in ex- 
change of notes by mail. Inform Murvin 
and other sealers " All vessels intending to 
enter tho Behring Soa this year will prob 
ably got away from hero next month. A 
number of them nre now preparing for the 
trip, and Borne will, it is expected, leuvo in 
about two weeks. 

NARROW ESCAPE OF THE I1ENMOEK. 

Among tho incidents arising out of the 
stiff breezi last nitjhtwas tho vory narrow 
escape o( the ship Benmore. Sho wus lying 
at Saywurd's mill, and yeaterduy evening 
was taken iu tow by tho tugs Hope and 
Vclos to make a chango i f base to the outer 
whurf. The wind caught tho vessel on 
tho turn for the wharf and in a moment tho 
rooks of Maoiulay point wero right under 
her stern and thero was every chanco of a 
first clas3 wreck. Tho tug Hope was rend 
ored useless by tho slipping of an 
eccentric and tho captain of tho 
Benmore lost no timo in getting h 
hooks down. Thean fortuuately held, and 
tho danger wan for the time being avertod. 
Mr. Jensen, of tho Hotel Dallas, Baw the 
dilliculty that the vessol waB in and put off in 
a small boat to speak her. This was 
coitiinly a very daring thiug to do 
as the surf at the time was 
running strong and high. Aa a result of 
th is visit tho steamer Islander was asked to 
get up steam and go to tho rescue. This 
was done, and after a hard fi^ht of some two 
hours a line was pasBed and the ship placed 
in a safe position. Toward me last it be 
came a close race between the Islander and 
tho tug Lorne, which had taken in the 
situation and was making for the spot under 
full stojm, arriving just as the lino was 
pissed. 

SUIPPING ACTIVE. 

The steam collier San Mateo, coal laden 
from the Union mints for Lis Angeles, passed 
out to as* yesterday. Oa her way down 
from tho mines sho passed threo American 
utigs coming up with tows. Tho first passed 
was the Wanderer with the bark Carrolton; 
tho seoond, the Sea Lion with thebark Louis 
Welch ; and the third, the Tyeo with a 
bark, the name of ivhio'i could not be recog- 
nized from the San Mateo. 

MARINE NOTES. 

Tug Lorne, after towing tho bark Emma 
Loui°o, lumber laden, from Port TownBond 
for Valparaiso to sea yesterday morning, 
loft for Vancouver with tho British ship 
Barrowdale laat evening. The Borrowdalc 
has a few hundred tons of freight for Van- 
couver to discharge before commencing to 
load her lumber cargo at tho Hastings mill. 

Steamer Queen did not aail direct for 
Alaska when she left here on her first ex- 
cursion trip of tho Beaeon early yoatorday 
morning. Sho was disappointed on reach- 
ing Victoria in not meeting a larga Riy 
mond party lookod for hero, and owing to 
this and other reasons went to Vancouvor 
from hero. The party expected a'e believod 
to be deluyed in the mountains by the flood, 

Several sealing schooners were sighted by 
tho tug Lorne when alio was out at tho Capo 
yesterday, among them being tho Labrador. 
They wero all becalmed when sighted, but 
last evening'j gkle will probibly bring them 
all into port before morning. 

The steamer Keweena is, according to a 
San Francisco ditpitch, having her bailor 
and engines overhauled and will go into the 
coal trade, Whon her repairs oro com 
pleted she will proceed to Comox, B.C , for 
a cargo. 

Tho hulk of tho Archor, after being towed 
over to Port Blakely, baa been again pur- 
chased, by a third party, for a consideration 
of §4,000 Sho is now being refitted for tho 
lumber trade.

Gentlemen:— Tho general election now being 
noar at h .nd, and being a candidate for re- 
election, 1 wish to placn my views on somo of 
tho questions commanding your attention, as 
well as to intimate tlio lino of action which I 
shall take and the measures which I shall, if 
opportunity permits, support and maintain. 

Tho p irty now in po»or have practically held 
office for over eleven years. Their policy has 
boon an indollnito ono on many of tho questions 
requiring consideration. At tho lust general 
oleotion tho opposition advocated reform in 
tho laud laws of tho province, and havo boon 
able to mako somo important changes. 

The prlvilogo of allowing speculators and 
non residents to take up Urge tr..cts of land 
has been takon away and tho lands aro now 
available for actual suttlorB. 

By tho efforts of the Opposition tho assess- 
ment of wild land has been much improved; 
tho ad valorem principlo ot asaussmout accord- 
ins to tho land valuo, is now tho law. 

Thoroaro two ens'-nlLil mat ters yet to bo car- 
ried out in connection with tho oncouraging of 
agriculture settlers, tfiisc tho servoying of 
available landsjfbr such a (purposo and giving 
tho necessary information by tho Lards and 
Works Department; sccoml. the making of 
roadu to such settl -menta, so that tho farmor 
may bo ablo to bring his produco to murkot— 
such a policy as tnls must be adopted in ordor 
to develop and encourago tho fanning Industry 
of our Province, by so doing wo shall add 
much to our wealth and prosperity. 

Tho railway policy of the Uovurnmont has 
not boon a business-liko ono. From the time of 
tho grant given to the Esquimau & franaimo 
Railway down to the Nakusp & Blooan deal, 
tho intorcs s of tho Province ai,d tho welfare 
of tho people havo not been well gu irdod. On 
tho ono hand a corporation reoolves a large 
subsidy aud an Immense tract of land, freo 
from taxation for ever ; on tho other, a ptivato 
company is subsidized by guaranteeing tho 
bonds to the full cost of the road aa well as in- 
terest on the samo for twenty-llvu yeara. Ono 
cannot but como to tho conelu-sion that a Gov- 
ernment policy of such a character is likolyto 
bring tho credit of tho i-rovince int j disre- 
pute 

Monopolies of any kind aro to be deplored ; 
but monopolio^ backed by Government aid and 
Buppoit are ofton tho mo*t difficult to over- 
co e. Government aid to such an extent as 
has been given in tho Instances referred to 

Erecludi-s other roads from being assibted or 
uilt. As an in&tanco of this we tcCOgn-zo tho 
dilliculty tho British Pacillo Railway will havo 
In dealing with tho Ksquimalt& Nanaimo Kail- 
way and its existing rights. Thus by tho action 
of tho present Governmout in tho past it looks 
as if tho province wero at tho rnorcv of ring- 
Btora and monopolists who ard dOBpoillng tho 
pooplo of thoir heritage. 

I am opposed to the oxoeutivo using its power 
to mako large appropriations of money by 
special warrant for roads, streets, bridges and 
public works, without llrsr. submitting auch to 
tho logiflaturo. Such a course of action loads 
to f avoritism and corrupt on nnd is not In ac- 
cord with tho principles of constitutional gov- 
ernment. 

I havo advocated, and will continue to do so, 
tho roduction of taxation on imp ovemontsand 
tho abolillonof taxes on mortgages. Tho latter 
Impost presses doub'V bard upon tho borrower, 
and tho repeal of this law would bo in tho in- 
terest and for tho advancement of the province, 

Tho practlco followed on tue ove of a genoral 
election of promising aid to public works and 
institutions by momborsof thoex cutivoshould 
bo condemned, os it Is attempting to bribe the 
electors with their own money, t'hu independ- 
ent electors should answer this by sonding men 
to the Legislature who will do their utmost to 
remove Buch mini-tors from power, 

During tho past four yeirs legislation has 
been brought about, chiefly by the Oprjosltion, 
in reforming tho School Law. Tho residents of 
tho cities have now grentor power over tho man- 
agement of thoir eohnolH, and more in yot desired 
in this particular. I shall ubo my best ondoav- 
ors to bring this about, so that our schools may 
bo frco of alt political lnlluoncea. 

I havo also advocated further restriction on 
Chinese immigration nnd tho employment of 
Chinfso by any company Becking charters or 
grant* from tho Legislature. I have advocated 
and still maintain that a clause should be in- 
sorted in all bills giving such privileges or aid 
to prevent tho employ mtnt of this class of 
labor. 

I also have ndvocated tho necessity of em- 
ploying rosidonts of tho Province instead of 
non-reaidonts or foreigners in tho prosecution of 
all works or contracts lot by tho Government. 

It is impoFsiblo In an address of this kind to 
touoh on all questions nrTocting the Province. 
I hopo, however, boforo long to havo tho oppor- 
tunity of addressing tho electors In public 
mooting, at which timo I will refer to matters 
more oxtonaivoly. 

Hoping that my past record as a representa- 
tive in tho Local Legislature has been accept- 
able to you, I again seok your rotes and sup- 
port. •
